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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 19 and 20 are pending in the application. 

This action is in response to applicants 1 amendment filed October 20, 2005. 
Claims 19 and 20 have been amended. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicants' arguments filed October 20, 2005 have been fully considered with the 
following effect: 

1 . The applicants' amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph rejection of claims 19 and 20, labeled paragraph 4a) in 
the last office action, which is hereby withdrawn. However, with regards to the 35 
U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph rejection of claims 19 and 20, labeled paragraph 4b) of 
the last office action, the applicant's arguments have been fully considered, however 
they were not found persuasive. 

b) The applicants' state that claims 19 and 20 have been amended to correct 
inadvertent errors, however, the definition of R7 and R8 still contains a reference 
to cyclic C r C 8 alkyl. 

Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter, which applicant regards as the invention, for reasons of record 
and stated above. 

In view of the amendment dated October 20, 2005, the following new grounds of 
rejection apply: 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The definition of R7 and R8 where R7 and R8 
are linear or branched alkynyl is not described in the specification with respect to 
formulae of claims 19 and 20. The alkynyl has no carbon count and thus reads on any 
size alkynyl, which is not described in the specification. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office action. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The following reason(s) apply: 

a) Claims 19 and 20 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is 
meant by the second definition of Ar where Ar is phenyl within R7 and R8 and 
aryl or heteroaryl in the definition of R5 and R6. 
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Specification 

4. It is noted that the applicants' submitted an Abstract in the amendment filed 
August 8, 2005, However, the abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a 
separate sheet in accordance with 37 CFR 1.52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure 
is required and must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text.
